
Report says police made ‘unacceptable’ catalogue of errors on 999 call 

Cops’ lost minutes 
as Dings perished

POLICE made an “unac¬ 
ceptable” catalogue of 
errors in their response to 
a 999 call during the 
vicious murder of the 
Ding family last year. 

Jifeng Ding, Ge Chui and 
their two daughters, Xing 
and Alice, were brutally 
stabbed to death in their 
home in Pioneer Close, 
Northampton, last April. 

An inquiry by the 
Independent Police Comp¬ 
laints Commission found 
that vital time was wasted - 
time which could have 
been used to catch the 
killer. 

The disastrous handling of 
events began when the 
emergency call, thought to 
be from 18-year-old Xing, 
was traced to the wrong 
location, meaning police 
officers were sent to an 
address two miles away 
while the killings contin¬ 
ued. 

It was only thanks to the 
vigilance of concerned 
neighbours that the bodies 
of the Ding family were 
finally discovered two days 
later. 

The report, published by 


the IPCC on Tuesday, also 
found that: 

■ The call was not graded 
for an “immediate” res¬ 
ponse despite the fact that 
screaming had been heard 

■ A force room supervisor 
“prematurely closed” the 
incident, without efforts to 
ensure the welfare of the 
caller 

■ There was no clear force 
policy in handling aban¬ 
doned 999 calls 

■ The call handler had 
received “insufficient” 
training. 

IPCC Commissioner 

Amerdeep Somal said the 
whole process had been 
“badly mishandled”. 

He added: “The recording 
of a specific wrong address 
on the incident log misled 
officers into believing that 
ah was apparently well 
when the reality was the 
extreme opposite. 

“Had police used more 
detailed checks and a map¬ 
ping system available to 
them . . . the correct 
address in Pioneer Close 
would have been identified 
and in all likelihood 
attended by officers within 
minutes.”

Girl’s cry for help

IT WAS a frightened girl’s last chance to 
stop the nightmare that was unfolding 
around her. 

The desperate cries for help, thought 
to have been made by 18-year-old Xing 
‘Nancy’ Ding, were screamed down the 
phone as her parents were being 
murdered downstairs. 

But a series of catastrophic failures by 
police rendered her 999 call useless. 

Xing and her sister Alice, 12, were both 
stabbed to death - and the killer 
escaped. 

When it was reported that the phone 
call was made from the house, ques¬ 
tions were raised about why police did 
not attend the crime scene that day. 

Now an investigation by the 
Independent Police Complaints 
Commission has revealed the shocking 
truth behind the tragedy. 

While the murderer fled the house in 
Pioneer Close, Wootton, police officers 
were at the wrong address two miles 
away, and because they found “nothing 
untoward” the case was closed an hour 
later. 

It was also revealed in the report that 
the emergency call was not graded for 
an “immediate” response despite the 
fact that screaming could be heard. 

Also, there was no clear force policy in 
handling abandoned 999 calls and the 
call handler had received “insufficient” 
training. 

The bodies of the Ding family lay

on the family’s shocking deaths last year 

undiscovered for a further two days. Just 
after 3.30pm on April 29, a day of joy for 
those celebrating the Royal Wedding, a 
BT operator told Northamptonshire 
Police an emergency call had been 
made that “sounded like a female 
screaming”. 

The call had been disconnected so all 
the operator could do was pass on the 
caller’s mobile number and give map 
references for the broad area where the 
phone was located - in the region of 
Collingtree Park golf course. 

But instead of checking each of the 
locations the coordinates could apply 



to, the police call handler simply select¬ 
ed the first address in the list and logged 
that as the caller’s whereabouts. 

This fatal error meant that officers 
wasted “crucial minutes” according to 
the IPCC. 

As these delays were slowing police 
down, Jifeng ‘Jeff’ Ding, 46, and Ge Chui, 
47, who was known locally as ‘Helen’, 
were being brutally stabbed along with 
their two daughters - pupils at 
Northampton High School and Caroline 
Chisholm School. 

Investigating the quadruple homicide, 
officers said that a significant amount of 
force was used in the killings and even 
the coroner was said to be shocked by 
the “horror” of the deaths. 

The remaining family members 
believe the Dings would still be alive 
today if police had handled the situa¬ 
tion properly. 

Li Zhu, Ge Chui’s sister-in-law, wrote 
to the IPCC Commissioner Amerdeep 
Somal and Detective Chief Constable 
Suzette Davenport, and said: “The 
whole family, including 76-year-old 
parents, cry whenever we imagine our 
children lying in blood hopelessly.” 

She added: “All the facts and inference 
have proved that if the emergency call 
had been handled properly, it would 
certainly have had the possibility to save 
lives.” 

Northamptonshire Police said it was 
“unlikely” that the deaths could have 
been prevented, but admitted that they 
would have had more chance of catch¬ 
ing the prime suspect, An Xiang Du, had 
the call been handled correctly and 
officers dispatched. 

A spokeswoman said: 

“Northamptonshire Police acknowl¬ 
edges that the response to the aban¬ 
doned 999 call was unacceptable.” 

She added that measures had been put 
in place to tackle the organisation’s fail¬ 
ings, including a “clear policy” on the 
handling of abandoned calls and extra 
training for control room staff. 

The inquiry found that the caller in 
question had received “insufficient 
training” and it was revealed that the 
individual had taken “voluntary redun¬ 
dancy”. 

A written apology has been sent to the 
Dings’ next of kin as well as an invitation 
to receive it in person. 

The relatives say they will be “perpetu¬ 
ally living in grief”, but Li Zhu wrote that 
they are now focused on helping police 
to solve the case. 

She said: “We will not give up until the 
suspect has been caught. 

“I appreciate the hard work that you

Group welcomes low CCTV usage in parts of county 


THE number of CCTV cameras run by 
East Northamptonshire Council is one of 
the lowest in the country. 

Residents in Rushden, Higham Ferrers 
and surrounding towns and villages are 
some of the least watched people in the 
country, according to a report by Big 
Brother Watch. The district authority 
topped the table of ‘Lowest number of 
CCTV cameras’, claiming the joint hon¬ 
our with Hounslow and Warwickshire. 

While there are 24 surveillance devices 
in the area run by other local authorities, 
the district’s council has just one. 

A spokesman for Big Brother Watch 
said: “It is extremely encouraging to see 
that East Northamptonshire Council has 
so few cameras, especially when 
compared to councils of a similar size. 

“Surveillance is an essential tool for 
modern policing, but it is not a replace¬ 
ment for real police work.” 

The “Price of Privacy” report published 


last month criticised councils nation¬ 
wide for spending more than £500 mil¬ 
lion on surveillance in four years, and 
other authorities in the county did not 
receive such congratulations. 

Northampton Borough Council has 555 
cameras in the town and also fund them 
in Wellingborough. South Northamp¬ 
tonshire run 46, and the county council 
controls a further 30 devices. 

The estimated cost of surveillance in 
Northampton is £2.7 million, but the 
authority said that the cameras generat¬ 
ed income too. 

Councillor David Mackintosh, leader of 
the borough council, said: “In the last 
financial year our CCTV Control Room 
dealt with almost 17,000 incidents in the 
town. In most cases this allowed us to 
work with the police to prevent a crime 
from happening or support town centre 
security staff. And, our CCTV cameras 
were used to assist the police in making 


over 2,300 arrests. Unfortunately the Big 
Brother Watch figures do not include the 
contribution the police make towards 
the system, or where local businesses, 
land owners and even other local author¬ 
ities pay the borough council to monitor 
CCTV in their area. This brings the cost of 
our CCTV system down to an average of 
just £300,000 per year over the last four 
years.” 

But Big Brother Watch said: “CCTV 
systems drain funding which could be 
better spent on putting more police offi¬ 
cers on the beat.” 

Cllr Steven North, leader of East 
Northamptonshire Council, said: “CCTV 
in East Northamptonshire is currently 
under review and we’re in discussions 
with town and parish councils about the 
future of the cameras. CCTV is a useful 
crime prevention tool and we’re delight¬ 
ed with the low levels of crime in East 
Northamptonshire.”

An Xiang Du, 52, from 
Coventry, was last seen on CCTV leav¬ 
ing his car parked in London. 

Police believe he had a disagreement 
with the Ding family over money. 

A police spokeswoman said: “We 


remain determined to bring the person 
responsible for this terrible crime to 
justice and the investigation into the 
whereabouts of the main suspect 
An Xiang Du continues to receive our 
full attention.” 


IPCC Commissioner Amerdeep 
Somal said: “I would urge anyone with 
any information about the where¬ 
abouts of Mr Du to contact 
Northamptonshire Police in the inter¬ 
ests of justice.” 


Councillor calls for family to get memorial garden tribute 


A COUNTY councillor who lives 
around the corner from the ‘house of 
horrors’ where the Ding family were 
murdered wants to see a memorial 
garden built for them even if it means 
knocking down the house where they 
died. 

Councillor Andre Gonzalez de Savage 
said the community was still shocked 
by what had happened to the family 11 
months after they were murdered. 

He was speaking two days after 
Northamptonshire Police were 
deemed to have ‘badly mishandled’ a 
999 call made by Xing Ding, 18, as her 
parents were being stabbed. 

Cllr de Savage said: “Any cry for help 
should be answered and if it is not it is 


unforgiveable. This was an emergency 
call which was not responded to and 
any cry for help has to be answered. 

“Whatever happened we should 
make sure this never happens again 
and a lot of lessons will be learnt from 
this horrific case.” 

Speaking about the house in Pioneer 
Close, which is currently for sale, Cllr 
de Savage said he respected people in 
the community who wanted to get on 
with their lives and even those who 
could live in the house. 

But he said: “I think there are mixed 
feelings and some people want to get 
on with their lives. 

“Maybe other people could live in 
the house but on a personal issue I 


could not. I would find it very painful 
and impossible to deal with it. 

“I would find it very uncomfortable 
to do so especially where a horrific 
crime occurred. 

“You have got to bring peace to an 
area even if it does mean bricks and 
mortar. 

“When it happened it was horrific 
and the community is still scarred by 
it. 

“It will be a scar for a very long time 
but I hope some closure can be gained 
when the crime is solved and this 
person is brought to justice. 

“I am very keen to see a memorial 
garden where the family can be 
remembered.”

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Ad ban is Sofa 
King ‘ridiculous’ 



CONTROVERSY: Our Sofa King advert

THE owner of a furniture 
store which has had its 
advertising slogan 

banned for its resem¬ 
blance to a swear word 
said the decision was 
“beyond ridiculous”. 

The controversial judge¬ 
ment by the Advertising 
Standards Agency over the 
Sofa King advert has 
received media attention 
across the world and 
thousands have taken to 
social media sites to 
express their disbelief. 

Mark King told the 
Herald & Post, which 
carried the advert: 
“Twitter has gone mental 
and so has Facebook. 
People are flabbergasted 
that this could be seen as 
offensive.” 

One supporter described 
the ban as “madness” and 
another said it was “a sad 
day for advertising”. 

The slogan, which 
proudly tells customers 
that the store’s prices are 
“Sofa King Low”, and 
appears on vehicles as 
well as publicity, was said 
to sound too much like 


“so f***** low” but Mr King 
said it was “obviously not 
the same”. 

The ASA, who respond to 
feedback from members 
of the public, received just 
three complaints about 
the phrase in ten years. 

Their report, published 
yesterday, said: “The ASA 
noted that the phrase ‘... 
Sofa King Low’ used the 
advertiser’s company 
name but considered that 
it could be interpreted as a 
derivative of the swear 
word ‘f***’, which con¬ 
sumer research had found 
to be a word so likely to 
offend that it should not 
be used in ads at all, even 
when it was relevant to 
the name of a product.” 

The regulatory body 
concluded that the advert 
was “likely to cause 
serious or widespread 
offence” and should not 
be used again. 

Mr King said: “I agree 
with the ASA and what it 
stands for, and there are 


some adverts that should 
be taken down but this 
isn’t one of them. 

“I don’t know who com¬ 
plained. They could be 
competitors for all I know. 

“For now I am just carry¬ 
ing on with the business - 
that’s all I care about. 

“But after today I will be 
sitting down with my 
lawyer to decide what to 
do next.” 

Complaints made to 
Northamptonshire Police 
in 2004 were not taken 
further and the store has 
never received direct 
objections to the slogan. 

Mr King said the ASA’s 
judgement was “confus¬ 
ing” given that French 
Connection, which uses 
the acronym FCUK, had 
been around for years. 

He said: “It’s time small 
businesses stood up for 
themselves. 

“They probably expect 
me to just lie down and 
take it. But I’m not going 
to.”

Council boss enjoys 
£250 in theatre trips

A COUNCIL official earning a 
six-figure salary accepted 20 free 
theatre tickets worth at least £250 
in just over a year. 

David Kennedy, chief executive 
of Northampton Borough Council, 
justified the trips to Royal & 
Derngate in Northampton by say¬ 
ing they enabled him to “network”. 

All council employees have to fill 
out a gifts and hospitality registra¬ 
tion form if they receive some¬ 
thing valued at £25 or more. 

On each form relating to the the¬ 
atre tickets, Mr Kennedy wrote: 
“The Royal & Derngate are key 
partners and the press nights are a 
good opportunity to network 
locally.” He added: “I make an 
annual personal charitable dona¬ 
tion to the Royal & Derngate.” 

Mr Kennedy, 52, has held the role 
of chief executive at the authority 
since 2007, an unelected position 
that earns him £138,000 a year. 


Between May 2010 and June 2011, 
the former Barnsley Metropolitan 
Borough Council employee went 
to ten different press nights at the 
theatre with two free tickets each 
time. 

Shows included Hamlet! The 
Musical, The Lion, The Witch and 
The Wardrobe and In Praise of 
Love, which was described by one 
critic as a demonstration of the 
“power of self-denial”. 

In a statement Mr Kennedy said: 
“Royal & Derngate is an asset to 
Northampton raising the profile of 
the town and bringing in money to 
the local economy. 

“As chief executive, I feel it’s 
important to show my support 
and I make personal charitable 
donations to Royal & Derngate 
that far exceed the value of the 
complimentary tickets I receive.” 

Details of the theatre visits, 
obtained by the Herald & Post 
through a Freedom of Information 
request, show that another senior 
council manager also took advan¬ 


tage of the Royal & Derngate’s 
offer. 

Isabell Proctor, director of 
finance and support at the author¬ 
ity, gave her reason for acceptance 
as “Representing NBC at press 
nights”. But she was at the theatre 
on May 10 - the same evening that 
Mr Kennedy saw the musical ver¬ 
sion of Hamlet. 

The chief executive came under 
fire last summer when it was 
revealed that he had been paid 
more than £17,000 by Whitehall 
for acting as returning officer in 
May’s elections, even after 
fore-going a third of the fees 
payable to him. 

Other hospitality accepted by 
council management ranged from 
a charity dinner in London to a 
£30-a-head meal at a restaurant in 
Harrogate. Gifts included a bottle 
of whiskey, wine and chocolates - 
a number of which were received 
to thank the council worker for 
“help and support re a recent 
planning application”. 


Teen arrested in online threats claim 


POLICE have arrested a 
teenage schoolboy following 
threats made via a variety of 
social network media. 

A joint statement issued by 
Northamptonshire Police and 
Campion School in Bugbrooke, 


said: “A 15-year-old boy, a year 
11 student at Campion School in 
Bugbrooke, was arrested on 
Sunday afternoon. 

“He was arrested following dis¬ 
closures of a threatening nature 
which were conveyed via a vari¬ 


ety of social networking media. 
The boy has been released on 
police bail pending further 
enquiries and is currently 
detained under the Mental 
Health Act outside of 
Northamptonshire.”

NORTHAMPTON 
mum Michelle Stanton 
is the 2012 Carer of 
the Year. She was given 
the honour at the 
second annual Jane 
Roebuck Carers Awards 
for Northamptonshire. 
What is remarkable 
about Michelle is she 
looks after her three 
children, including two 
who were born with 
debilitating diseases. 
LAWRENCE JOHN 
found out how her 
life has changed from 
being a full-time 
accountant to a 
full-time carer. 


MICHELLE was told she would 
never have children so when she 
became pregnant 11 years ago 
she was delighted. 

However, there was a terrible 
sting in the tail as her daughter 
Laura was born with Turner’s 
Syndrome. 

This means she is autistic, has 
not grown properly, needs 
massaging to keep her limbs 
supple and in later life she could 
develop heart problems and high 
blood pressure. 


When Michelle became 
pregnant with twins she hoped 
this time both she and her 
husband James would have what 
every parent wants, ‘perfect 
babies’. 

But one of the twins, Daniel, 
who is now eight years old, was 
born with Ehlers Danlos 
Syndrome. 

The symptoms include joints 
prone to sprains, early onset of 
osteoarthritis, skin problems and 
weak muscles. The other boy,

Thomas, was fine and turned out 
to be a healthy baby. 

Speaking about how she felt, 
with two of her three children 
suffering from these conditions, 
Michelle, 39, said: “It was a shock 
to be honest as everyone wants a 
perfect baby and to find out this 
happens is devastating. 

“You go into denial as you 
would do anything to protect 
your child or children. But as the 
years go by you tend to come to 
terms with it. 

“There is not an operation that 
can make it go away. With Laura it 
is going to get to a stage where 
she is not going to grow much 
and she will develop heart 
problems and blood pressure. 

“Daniel was poorly when he was 
born so we knew from the start 
something was the matter. 

“He could not sit up or walk and 
he was a long way behind in his 
development. 

“You do think why me? What 
had I done wrong? 

“I had been told previously I 
would never have children and 
now I have two with different 
syndromes. 

“You do have to get on with it 
and you have to be a brave 
person. 

“Any parent would want to put it 
right and take their pain away.” 

Looking after the two children 
with their illnesses means she 
and her husband have to take 
them to more than 100 hospital 
appointments a year. 

Michelle said her husband, 



James, 38, had been a great help. 
“He has been brilliant and I can’t 
thank him enough. 

“He has his own job and when 
he comes home he is tired. 

“We get what time we can 
together but this is rare. 

“We don’t have a choice as there 
is always something to do with 
the kids.” 

Until she had her first child 
Michelle worked as an account¬ 
ant, but knew she would be 
unable to hold down a full-time 
job, care for her daughter and 


subsequently her other two 
children. She said: “I have to get 
on with it as we cannot give up on 
them. 

“It is emotionally draining and 
sometimes I am left feeling I have 
gone forward ten steps but then 
felt like I have taken another ten 
back. 

“They need someone to fight 
for them and what has happened 
to them is not their fault. 

“You have to learn what Laura 
doesn’t like and why everything 
needs to be in a routine. 

“For example she doesn’t like to 
see the soap. 

“It can be in a sponge when I 
wash her.” 

The Jane Roebuck Carers 
Awards for Northamptonshire 
recognise the invaluable contri¬ 
bution unpaid carers make to 
society. 

It is estimated carers save health 
and social services around £J20 
billion a year nationally. One in 
ten people are carers and in 
Northamptonshire there are 
around 70,000 known carers. 

On the one hand Michelle is 
delighted to have received the 
carer of the year award but on the 
other it is something she does as 
she loves her children. 

She added: “It is nice to be 
recognised but I do it as I am their 
mum. 

“I get a carers’ allowance of £55 
a week for looking after them 24 
hours a day, seven days a week. 

“I would not wish this on 
anybody.”

Judge locks up 
kill threat dad

A FATHER demanding to 
see his daughter hunted 
down and assaulted his 
wife after repeated 
threats to kill her. 

Abdur Rahman, 26, was 
released on bail on 
February 2 to await 
sentencing for the menac¬ 
ing phone calls to Fatima 
Quireshi, but later that 
day he travelled to 
Birmingham to find her. 

The victim was in her 
parked car when Rahman 
jumped into the passen¬ 
ger seat and asked her to 
tell Northampton Crown 
Court that they were 
having counselling. 

When she refused he 
grabbed her car keys and 
hit her several times in the 
face until a friend inter¬ 
vened. 

William Falshaw, prose¬ 


cuting, said: “They were 
married under Islamic law 
in 2009, they have a one- 
year-old child and the 
defendant moved to 
Northampton in June 
2011. 

“She made the decision 
to leave the defendant and 
moved to a women’s 
refuge.” 

Rahman then made five 
separate phone calls to his 
wife, each time threaten¬ 
ing violence against her 
and her family if he was 
not allowed to see his 
daughter. She managed to 
record the conversations 
and they were read out in 
court. 

He said: “I’m going to 
more than f***ing threaten 
you. I will f***ing kill you. 
Come to Northampton 
now. If I can’t see my 
daughter, I’m going to 
hurt your family.” 

He then threatened to 


petrol bomb the victim’s 
house. 

Rahman was arrested in 
Northampton in July last 
year and said in interview 
that he had never been 
violent towards his wife 
and had no intention of 
carrying out the threats. 

Caroline Bray, defend¬ 
ing, said: “He is consid¬ 
ered to be low risk to the 
public in general but high 
risk within the context of 
domestic abuse. 

“He and his soon-to-be 
ex-wife were meeting on 
a regular basis for coun¬ 
selling with an Islamic 
scholar. It’s clearly some¬ 
thing which has not 
worked.” 

Judge Richard Bray 
issued a restraining order 
to prevent any further 
contact between Rahman 
and the victim and sen¬ 
tenced him to 12 months 
in prison.

In my old village in 
Oxfordshire they have two 
wheelie bins, one for general 
waste and one for all 
recycling (paper, card, 
bottles). 

They have also just been 
given a kitchen caddy and 
smaller outside bin for food 
waste. They are provided with 
special food bags to place 
their food waste in to prevent 
odour. 

For garden rubbish they are 
given special bags to place 
outside and they call the 
council when it needs collect¬ 
ing. People who have a lot of 
garden waste can either buy 
more or request extra from 
the council for free. 

I put my brown wheelie bin 
out twice in 2011 (I have no 
grass) and it generally just sits 
in my garden looking like the 
eyesore it is. In my road on 
brown collection day, there is 
only on average three or four 
bins placed out. What a 
waste. 

The collection of all bins is 
carried out quickly and it is 
taken to the depot and sorted 
by staff there. I imagine this is 
far easier and quicker than 


having large waste lorries 
blocking the road while the 
bin staff faff around emptying 
so many different bins. 

My food bin has been filled 
and emptied for one cycle 
only, I cleaned it out straight 
away (as I do all my bins after 
emptying) and it already 
stinks. 

I put my plastics in a small¬ 
er liner before placing into 
the box, but there is nothing 
to protect the paper bin to 
prevent it blowing down the 
street. 

Not to mention all passers-

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Horse racing track 
going to the dogs

PROPOSALS for the county’s 
first ever greyhound venue have 
been given the green light. 

Members of South 
Northamptonshire’s develop¬ 
ment control committee 
approved the idea in a meeting 
last Thursday. 

The circuit will be the latest 
addition to Towcester’s race¬ 
course which has been the 
popular host of horseracing for 
decades. 

Now dogs will be speeding 
around a track built in the centre 
of the existing course on Saturday 
nights, from 6pm to 11pm. 

More than 1,300 objections 
were formally submitted to the 
council, including some from 
overseas, but the authority said 
the advantages of the develop¬ 
ment outweighed any negatives. 

A spokeswoman said: 
“Councillors felt that the develop¬ 
ment would provide significant 
economic benefits for the area 
and for the racecourse itself, 
which is currently underused. 

“Concerns about traffic, noise 
and floodlighting have been 
taken into account and mitiga¬ 
tion of these will form part of the 
approval through planning 



conditions.” Councillor Stephen 
Clarke, development control 
committee chairman, said it was 
not part of the planning applica¬ 
tion process to consider the 
moral and ethical implications of 
greyhound racing. 

He added: “When deciding on 
such an application, we must 
take into account what disrup¬ 
tion it might cause and weigh this 
against the benefits it might bring 
to South Northamptonshire. 

“Towcester Racecourse is of 
great economic importance to 
the district, yet it holds just 19 
race meetings per year. 

“The introduction of greyhound 
racing will mean use of the race¬ 
course becomes weekly so the 
potential gains for the local econ¬ 
omy are clear.” 

The council advised that any¬ 
one with concerns about the

welfare of racing dogs should 
contact the Greyhound Board of 
Great Britain. 

Towcester Racecourse 

Company also propose to erect 14 
floodlights, fencing and a big 
screen at the site on London 
Road. 

■ CAMPAIGNERS fighting to 
stop a wind farm being built near 
Towcester have turned to the 
town’s racegoers for support. 

Tove Action Group, who oppose 
the plans for the turbines, 
launched a bright orange blimp 
into the skies at the weekend to 
highlight the possible implica¬ 
tions for the racecourse. 

The proposed site for the farm 
lies between Alderton and 
Towcester, with up to 16 individ¬ 
ual turbines. The protest group 
say they are not against the 
principle, but the location.

Armed police help 
end 12-hour siege

TWELVE hours of 
rooftop negotiations by 
armed police finally 
ended with the capture 
of a wanted man. 

Northamptonshire 
Police were called to an 
address in Kettering 
Road, Northampton, at 
about 4.30pm on 
Saturday following 

reports that a male 
sought by Greater 
Manchester Police had 
been seen. 

Kettering Road, 
Cowper Street and St 
Michaels Avenue were 
blocked off for safety 
reasons and police 
released a statement 
asking members of the 
public to avoid the area. 

A police spokesman 
said: “Due to the risks 
posed by the individual, 


specialist teams were 
called to enter the prop¬ 
erty.” 

A number of people 
were evacuated from 
the house while the man 
climbed on to the roof 
in an attempt to escape 
police. 

He refused to come 
down, and as his actions 
became more and more 
erratic, police negotia¬ 
tors were called in. 

They were joined by 
armed officers, police 
dogs, the fire service 
and ambulances - all 
ready to act in case the 
situation escalated. 

The 21-year-old man 
reportedly threatened to 
jump off the building, 
but he was eventually 
brought down at about 
4am on Sunday. 

A police spokesman 
said: “After protracted 
negotiations the man 


was successfully and 
safely brought down 
and taken into custody. 

“No weapons were 
found and no persons 
were injured.” 

Later that day the man 
was handed over to 
police in Greater 
Manchester where he is 
wanted for failing to 
appear on warrant at 
the city’s crown court 
for burglary. 

Superintendent 
Richard James said: “At 
no time was there a 
direct threat to mem¬ 
bers of the public and 
we thank the local com¬ 
munity for their 
patience as we resolved 
this incident safely and 
securely.” 

Officers continued to 
patrol the area on 
Sunday to offer reassur¬ 
ance to residents and 
businesses nearby.

Jail term for pub 
robbery driver

THE getaway driver in a 
robbery that saw nearly 
£10,000 of a pub’s takings 
stolen was jailed on 
Friday. 

Scott Bage, 30, and two 
other men, targeted the 
assistant manager of The 
Hungry Horse pub in 
Sixfields, Northampton, as 
he went to pay in the 
money from a busy week¬ 
end. 

The victim was about to 
go into Duston post office 
on July 4 last year with 
£9,980.58 in cash in a ruck¬ 
sack, when two masked 
men approached him 
from a nearby alleyway, 
demanding that he hand 
over the bag. 

Bage, of Dunster Street, 
The Mounts, denied he 
was driving the silver Ford 
Ka seen leaving the scene, 
but he was arrested later 
that day when traffic 


police spotted him in a car 
matching the description. 

He was searched and 
found to have £3,310 in 
cash in his pocket - about 
a third of the proceeds. 

Elizabeth Gooderham, 
prosecuting, said that was 
beyond coincidence and 
that the defendant was 
caught red-handed. 

She argued that his 20 
previous convictions, two 
for burglary, showed he 
had a propensity to 
commit offences of 
dishonesty. 

Northampton Crown 
Court also heard that 
analysis of Bage’s mobile 
phone suggested he was 
involved in planning the 
robbery. He admitted that 
some text messages relat¬ 
ed to criminal activity but 
said they were sent by 
someone else and that he 
did not reply to them. 

He also claimed the 
money in his pocket was 
from his recent marriage 


and said he had taken it 
out to buy a second-hand 
car, but he failed to 
mention the wedding 
when interviewed by 
police. 

In his summary Judge 
Richard Bray said there 
was “no dispute” that a 
robbery had taken place 
and Bage was convicted 
after a jury took less than 
half an hour to return a 
unanimous verdict of 
guilty. 

Judge Bray said: “The 
effect on the victim is 
severe - he is unable to 
carry on with his job, at 
least for the time being. 

“This was clearly a pre¬ 
meditated offence and has 
all the hallmarks of profes¬ 
sional crime. The amount 
of money was substantial 
and sadly you have a bad 
record for offending albeit 
not for robbery.” 

Bage was sentenced to 
three years and nine 
months in prison.

£8m pumps could 
wash away dry spell

ANGLIAN Water is to pump 
millions of litres of water from 
Cambridgeshire to drought hit 
Northamptonshire. 

The company has now applied 
for planning permission to build 
two new booster pumping 
stations at Melchbourne and 
Wellingborough at a cost of 
around £8 million. 

These booster stations will 
increase the company’s 
ability to bring ready-treated 
drinking water from Grafham 
Water in neighbouring 
Cambridgeshire. 

This would relieve the pressure 
on hard-pressed Pitsford 
Reservoir near Northampton. 

Pitsford is 60 per cent full - 
some 20 per cent below where it

should be at this time of year. By 
contrast, Grafham Water is more 
than 90 per cent full. 

Steve Swan, from Anglian 
Water’s special projects team, 
said: “Once complete, this 


scheme will allow us to increase 
the flow through the water main 
from Grafham by about 40 
million litres a day. 

“Grafham Water supplies up to 
320 million litres a day, with up to 
80 million litres currently sent to 
serve parts of Northamptonshire. 

“This scheme and others like it 
are vital if we are to increase the 
ability of our network to deal with 
this and any future droughts. 

“That doesn’t mean going with¬ 
out, but it does mean adapting 
your behaviour; taking shorter 
showers, only using washing 
machines when full, not leaving 
taps running and finding alterna¬ 
tives to the hosepipe when 
watering your garden or cleaning 
the car.” 

Wellingborough Council expect 
to reach a decision on the appli¬ 
cation by the end of the month.

Weed-growing 
mum avoids jail

A PREGNANT mother-of- 
three narrowly escaped a 
jail sentence after 
cultivating cannabis in a 
secret room in her cellar. 

Lisa Shelton, 24, was 
arrested on December 1 
after police searched her 
home in Aberdare Road, 
Northampton. 

Prosecuting lawyer 
William Falshaw said: “The 
defendant was asked if 
there was something in the 
house that should not be 
there. She pointed them to 
the cellar.” 

Northampton Crown 
Court heard how officers 
discovered a hidden 
compartment, concealed 
behind two partitions, in 
the underground space. 

Shelton, who is due to 
give birth in a few weeks, 


was growing 22 cannabis 
plants there, each about 18 
inches tall. 

In interview she admitted 
growing the crop from 
seed, but said she did not 
sell the drug, and only 
shared it with her friends. 

She later claimed that she 
was allowing someone else 
to grow the plants at her 
property. 

Police also found £1,130 
in cash in the defendant’s 
kitchen but loanne Seer, 
defending, said that 
Shelton did not receive any 
benefit from the cannabis 
production. 

Miss Seer added: “She has 
been taken advantage of - 
she knew there were drugs 
there but she didn’t know 
the amount. 

“She has three children, 
aged three, seven and 
eight, and she is a single 
mother.” 


Shelton was convicted of 
producing a class B sub¬ 
stance by Northampton 
magistrates, after pleading 
guilty on February 1. 

fudge Richard Bray said: 
“What the truth is only you 
know, but it is quite clear to 
me that there is a man in 
the background here for 
more reasons than one. It’s 
plain to me that you have 
got into some very bad 
company. 

“I am going to suspend 
the prison sentence - one 
of 40 weeks - for a period of 
two years. If you do get into 
trouble again over a similar 
matter you cannot expect 
leniency from the court.” 

The judge also issued a 
supervision order and 
added that the mental 
health consequences of 
taking cannabis made 
cultivation of the drug a 
“very serious offence”.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

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Myler more than 
just a goal kicker 

RUGBY UNION 

ANOTHER week, another man-of-the- 
match award for Stephen Myler. But 
whereas it was his goal kicking that 
won him the accolade in the win over 
Sale Sharks, this time it was the fly- 
half’s inspirational general play that 
caught the eye. 

The former rugby league player 
provided the final pass for 
Northampton Saints’ first three tries in 
Sunday’s 30-23 win at London Irish, as 
well as dictating things all afternoon 
from stand-off before leaving the field 
midway through the second half. 

And while he kicked seven from eight 
penalties to help assure the Saints of 
victory over Sale, Sunday’s trip to the 
Madejski Stadium saw Myler suffer a 
rare inconsistent day with the boot. 

Not that he was worried by that. 

“They were obviously in a difficult 
position where I was taking my kicks, 
but I’m not too disheartened about 
that,” he said. “Goal kicking is an aspect 
of the game which is important, but it’s 
not the be all and end all. It’s the crux of 
the game which is the most important 
thing - it’s where it is won. 

“The conditions were much more 
conducive to attacking rugby and I 
think you saw that from both teams 
being willing to throw it about a bit and 
the amount of tries scored. It’s nice for 
personal recognition, but the good 
thing for me is what a great win we 
have had. 

“We came to a tough place and came 
away with five points, which is a great 
achievement for us." 

Unlike last season, Myler [pictured] 
has found himself in and out of the 
team throughout the current 
campaign, with summer signing Ryan 
Lamb also seeing his fair share of 
action in the Saints No.10 shirt. 

That has understandably been 
frustrating for the 27-year-old, 
although he has been channelling that 
frustration into making sure that he 
can once again secure his place as the 
first choice fly-half. 

Myler said: “As a player you want to 
play every game and every minute, and 
when you’re starting games and get 
taken off it’s frustrating because you 
want to be out there helping your 
team-mates. The nature of the game is 
that we need a strong squad and we’ve 
got that. I think we have improved on 
that from last year, but every player 
should be the same. If you’re not playing 
then you should be frustrated, but the 
key thing is for you to do everything in 
your power to keep improving and when 
your time comes you can help the 
team.” 

Last weekend’s bonus point win at 



London Irish moved Northampton to 
within four points of second placed 
Saracens following their defeat against 
Worcester Warriors, and they can 
overtake the defending Aviva 
Premiership champions this Sunday. 

That would need them to take 
another bonus point win in the teatime 
encounter at Vicarage Road, but Myler 
feels the Saints are in a good position 
heading into the game. 

“I think we’re very confident as a 
squad,” he said. “We’re a year older and 
we’ve strengthened and obviously this 
time last year was a very difficult 
period for us which we needed to do 
better in. 

“We’ve had a couple of decent wins in 
the last two weeks and it’s a case of 
win however we can. We’ve had the 
opportunity to close that gap on 
Saracens and we’ve managed to do 
that, which feels good. 

“We spoke before the game about 
Saracens being beaten at Worcester 
and dropping points, that it was an 
opportunity for us to get a little bit 
closer. With Leicester getting a five 
point win we were under pressure 
from behind, and we had the 
opportunity to get higher up the table 
towards that second spot, which is 
what we want to be aiming at. 

“Going into next week it has given us 
a bit of momentum, but we know that 
it is going to be a very tough game and 
one that we are looking forward to.”

THE first try of your career is a mem¬ 
orable moment for any rugby player, 
and Ben Nutley’s maiden score in a

Coming on as a replacement with 
15 minutes to go, the Luton-born 
flanker made a notable impact with 
the game-deciding score in the 78th 
minute after the match had been 
finely balanced at 23-23. 

It came after powerhouse Samoan 
centre George Pisi had charged down 
Topsy Ojo’s attempted clearance, 
gathered the ball and then passed to 
Nutley for him to dive in for the 
Saints’ fourth try of the game that se¬ 
cured victory and a crucial bonus 
point. 

“Any try at any point is a good one, 
but the first try to score in my career 
and for it to be the winning try in a 
crucial game is a good moment for 
me and the team,” said Nutley. 

“You come on and try to do every¬ 
thing you do for the team, and the 
winning try is probably the best 
thing you can do. Everyone did all 
the work for me and I was there at 
the right time, but a try is a try and 
we won the game.” 

It all added to the burgeoning rep¬ 
utation of the 19-year-old, who could 
have easily been playing professional 
football had he opted to stick with 
being a goalkeeper in Luton Town’s 
youth system. 

But the round ball game’s loss is so 
far proving to be rugby union’s gain 
and so far he has featured 16 times 
this season in the Aviva Premiership, 
LV= Cup and Heineken Cup. 

England call-ups and injuries have 


meant that he has been afforded op¬ 
portunities this season that he has 
grabbed with both hands, but Nutley 
admits that he is surprised to be fea¬ 
turing as much as he has. 

He said: “Starting this season I wasn’t 
expecting to start the way I have, and 
even being here now there is still a lot 
of lads that are sticking in the back 
row. 

“We’ve got three of them in the 
England squad so it shows the class 
that we have got here.

He said: “Top four is the least we 
want to get into the Premiership 
semi-finals, but at the back of our 
minds getting into the top two is 
crucial as well as we would be at 
home at Franklin’s Gardens. 

“We do play well there and that's 
what we want.

THERE would no doubt have been a 
few envious eyes cast towards Whad- 
don Road when Cheltenham Town 
announced their financial results for 
the year last week.

Lane eyes MeDonnell scalp in bid 
to right the wrongs of first defeat 


PROFESSIONAL BOXING 

ASH Lane is aiming to make a name 
for himself by rebounding from the 
first defeat of his professional career 
with a victory over the unbeaten 
Gavin McDonnell tomorrow night in 
Doncaster. 

The super featherweight from 
Northampton was handed his first 
loss in controversial fashion against 
Jonathan Fry in Portsmouth last 
October and is now looking to get 
back to winning ways while also 
claiming a notable scalp. 

McDonnell is the brother of current 
European bantamweight champion 
Jamie McDonnell and has won all four 
of his paid contests so far on points. 
But Lane [1-1-1] is confident of ending 
the 25-year-old’s 100 per cent record. 

“Going in against someone unbeaten 
means that it is going to be hard, but 
if you look at his record he hasn’t 
faced anyone special yet,” said Lane. 
“His last fight was against Ryan 
McNicol, who I beat comfortably. 

“For me, it is a step up, but it is for 
him as well. If it wasn’t for getting 
robbed in Portsmouth then I would 
still be unbeaten, and I’m a good 
prospect.” 

The 21-year-old will have his coach 
from his amateur days, John Daly, in 
his corner at the Doncaster Dome 
after the Far Cotton Boys ABC head 
coach gained his pro-am licence. 

And just like those days, Lane has no 
problem with heading on the road for 
contests, having originally been set to 
fight in Peterborough on March 9 
before the clash with McDonnell was 
arranged. 


He said: “When I was fighting in the 
amateurs with John we used to go to 
London, Liverpool, Wales - we didn’t 
care where we boxed. It’s the same 
now. 

“When I heard about the Gavin 
McDonnell fight I didn’t care that it 
was in his home town. You might get 
the decision go against you and he will 
have a lot of supporters, but if I put in 
a good performance and win then it’s a 
good scalp.” 

Lane could well be in action again in 
another two weeks at the Bedworth 
Civic Hall on the same card as fellow 
former Far Cotton amateur Nathan 
Reeve providing he can sell enough 
tickets. 

Wins in both this Friday’s bout and 
that one would see him move up the 
rankings and that could see Lane earn 
a shot at the Midlands Area or British 
Masters title in Northampton later this 
year. 

Meanwhile, Kings Heath ABC’s 
Sullivan Mason is also set to make his 
professional debut on the show in 
Bedworth, with that fight coming just 
one day after his 23rd birthday. 

■ PAUL David’s return to the ring 
lasted just 97 seconds as he was 
blasted out by unbeaten light 
heavyweight prospect Travis 
Dickinson in Aberdeen on Saturday 
night, suffering the first stoppage 
defeat of his career in the process. 

It was the first fight under new 
trainer/manager Johnny Eames for the 
former Kings Heath amateur and they 
are likely to now pursue a defence of 
David’s English super middleweight 
title.

KINGS Heath ABC’s Benjamin Vaughan 
claimed the 42kg class one title and 
earned a call up to the England squad 
all on the same day after a lopsided 
points victory over Joe Manning in the 
final of the ABAE Schools 
Championship over the weekend.

JOHN Johnson had no issue with 
handing over the Northampton 
Town captain’s armband to Clarke 
Carlisle and believes that the expe¬ 
rienced defender is already having a 
positive impact at Sixfields. 

The full back was named captain by 
former Cobblers boss Gary Johnson 
at the start of the season and main¬ 
tained that role under Aidy Boothroyd 
after he took over the reins. 

However, the arrival of Carlisle on 
loan from Championship side Burn¬ 
ley until the end of the season has 
seen him take over that job, although 
Johnson is happy to learn from the 
32-year-old and feels he still has a 
role to play as an on-field leader. 

“Clarke Carlisle has captained every 
club he has been at, I’m a young lad 
and I can learn from him,” said John¬ 
son. “The gaffer pulled me aside and 
explained the situation to me, which 
I was appreciative of and it has been 
a good thing for the club. He has led a 
lot of teams, he has a lot of experi¬ 
ence and he is one I can learn from. 

“I was a bit fussed, but I wasn’t too 
fussed.
